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I. SPECIAL TOPICS. 


1. The Italo-Hungarian Treaty. 


The Treaty of Friendship, Conciliation and Arbitration between 
Italy and Hungary was signed in Rome on Avril 5th. Following an expres- 
sion on the desire of the two nations to establish a friendly relationship 
to unite their efforts for the maintenance of peace and order, and to 
afford a fresh guarantee for future development, the text of the Treaty 


runs as follows :- 


ARTICLE I. 
A state of lasting peace and permanent friendship shall exist between 


Italy and Hungary. 


ARTICLE 

The two High Contracting Parties undertake to submit to a snecial con- 
Cciliation nrocedure, and,in case of failure, to an arbitration procedure, 
all questions which may arise between them wick it is not nossible to 
settie by the usual diplomatic procedure within a reasonable period. 

This provision does not annly to differences which originated from 
causes nrior to the present Treaty and which belong to the past. 

Differences for the settlement of which other conventions at present in 
force have provided a sneciali procedure shall be settled according to the 


nrovisions of these conventions. 


ARTICLE 3. 
In the event of the failure of the conciliation procedure, each of the 


High Contracting Perties may request that the issue be submitted to arbi- 
tration, vrovided that the dispute is of a juridical nature. 


ARTICLE 4. 
The metiiods regulating the procedure of conciliation and arbitration 
form the subject of a »rotocol attached to this Treaty. 


ARTICLE 5. 
This Treaty shall be ratified and the ratifications exchanged at Rome 


as soon as nossible. 
This Treaty shall remain in force, from the date of ratification, for a 


neriod of ten years. If it i3 not Aexncunced one year before the exnira- 


tion of this neriod it shall remain in force for a further veriod of ten 
years

The Protocoi attached to the Treaty consisis of 18 articies. 
the following are the main features :- 
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1. When a dispute comes within the jurisdiction of the national tribunes 
of one of the narties, the interested narty may oppose the submission orf 
the dispute to a procedure of conciliation or arbitration until the 


comnetent tribunal shall have given its judgement. 

2. The Conciliation shall be entrusted to a Commission of Couciliation 
consisting of three members: each of the interested powers having one 
member, the third to be chosen by these powers from the nationals of a 
third power and to preside over the commission. If within three mont hs 
agreement has not been reached in the choice the President of the Swiss 
Confederation shall be requested to make the necessary nominations. 

2. The work of the Commission must be completed within three months. The 
decisions of the Commission shall be taken by a majority. Tne nigh 
Contracting Parties undertake to facilitate the labours of the Commission 
4. Unless vrcovision be made to the contrary the procedure of arbitration 
shall be regulated by articles 51 to 81 of the Hague Convention of 1907. 
5. During the vroceedings the High Contracting Parties shall apstain 

from any action or measure liable to »nrejudice tie accentance of the 
pronosals of the Commission of Conciliation or the execution of the 


judgement. 


<. Progress towards Disarmament. 


Although sessions have been held in public it has been almost 
impossible hitherto to obtain from the Newspapers a coherent idea of 
what has really been done by the Preparatory Commission for the Dis- 
armament Conference in their Easter meeting at Geneva which is still 
continuing. To remedy in some way this difficulty the following 
analysis of the situation is submitted 


General Review, 

The Preparatory Co:mission had before them (besides the reports of 
their own Sub-Committees) two Draft Texts for a Disarmament Convention - 
a British and a French In a nutshell their work has consisted in 
producing, as far as possible a single agreed Text out of these two 

Drafts. By Haster they had come to an agreement on three very important 
questions - the limitation of effectives; limitation of air cr. aments 

and the publication of Armaments expenditure. But it must be added that 
this agreement is on the first reading only. and contains a number of 
reservations It is also probable that agreement will be reached at an 
early date on an equally important question - the epplication and survey 
of the execution of the Convention. 

But over naval disarmament there has been hitherto a deadlock. 
Still, the gap between the conflicting views does not appear so wide as 
it was. and private conversations are continually going on between the 
French and the British In brief, the Anglo-American demand is for 
limitation of tonnage by categories. The latest French proposal, which 
is also backed by Japan is for limiting total tonnage, plus tonnage 
within each category, and for the full publication of building programmes. 
the interval which must elapse between the first and the second reading 
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of the Draft Convention at least offers an opportunity to bridge the gulf 

here, as well as a chance for the Public to do its duty by making itself 

more familiar with themain principles which are at stake in this document. 
Possibly the Preparatory Commission will meet for the second reading in 

July, but more probably this will take place later after the Session of 
the Eighth Assembly some time in November. 

At this stage. of course, it is impracticable to offer constructive 
criticism on this preliminary Draft, for agreement is only on the first 
reading, and in many cases is qualified with reservations allowing of a 
change of view on the receipt of instructions from the respective Govern- 
ments. It is clear, however, that much depends upon arriving at a 
genuine agreement over the best method of naval agreement Failing that 
even such agreement as has been reached at the first reading must be 
regarded as of doubtful value 


Some Particulars. 
iffectives It was finally agreed that not only army, but also naval and 
air force effectives should be limited, on condition that this should be 
done as a whole. with no distinction between officers and men. British 
agreement was conditional on agreement being reached over methods of naval 
limitation. 
Trained Reserves. Britain Hclland, Sweden Germany and U.S.A wished to 
limit these; but "conscription" countries, as France. Italy, Poland. the 
Little Entente, Belgium, refused. To attempt to limit trained reserves, 
they maintained was in fact to limit a state's war "potential" which 
it had been universally agreed not to do. 

But in any case there was general agreement that reduction of material 
was more important than that of men. In the end. the British yielded the 
point on the same understanding as in the case with effectives. 

Air Armaments. As regards military aviation, British and French proposals 
were combined. Total horse power of a fleet and the number of aeroplanes 
were to be limited, with a maximum in cubic metres for dirigibles. The 
British proposal to confine limitation to "shore base" air craft was with- 
drawn on the same understanding as in the ebove two cases. 

AS regards civil aviation, after a prolonged discussion, a text was 
adopted based in tre Report of the Civil Aircraft Commission. Tt 
stressed the need of developing civii independently of military aviation - 
precisely as navies and the mercantile marine have evolved on their own 
lines, of putting a stop to requiring certain specifications in building 
of civil aircraft which make them easily convertible for war uses, and of 
encouraging the organisation of civil aviation services internationally. 
along economic and social as opposed to merely strategic lines. 

Countries should make regular returns of all civil aircraft within their 
boundaries. 


Limitation of Army Budgets. This was supported by France. Belgium, Sweden, 
the Little Entente and Poland; opposed by Great Britain. Holland, Germany 
end U.S.A. It was pointed out, however in favour of the plan that 
budget expenditures could not possibly be regarded as a standard of 
comparison between the armaments of the various countries, but only as 

an auxiliary criterion on the level of armaments in each particular-country. 
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Moreover, the League's armaments Year Book showed that in spite cf 
limitation of both men and material countries had managed to spend 
increasing amounts on armaments, i.e. Germany in spite of Versailles 
was spending 50; more on her Armaments. And to the public mind the 
one obvious criterion of armaments was the money spent on them. In 
the end, & compromise was reached oy which States promise tc sena the 
League Secretariat an annual statement on the lines of a very simple 
model budget of expenditure for the coming year. for full publication. 


Supervision and Enquiry: The main pecint here - which is still 
unsettled - is must there be some central machinery for receiving and 
co-ordinating information. and inquiring into breaches of the Convention 
on the basis of article 8 of the Covenant® 

Italy objected to any enquiry unless a State consented. 

Britain, too adopted a similar standpoint though it thought that 
in any case a State will find it difficult to refuse 
its consent if asked by some body such as the Council 
or the Preparatory Commission. 

France wanted an explicit undertaking in the Conventinon to 
facilitate investigation by the Central Body. 

U.S.A. objected to any enquiry. and in any case could not agree 
to machinery for applying the Convention too closely 
connectei with the League of which they were not 
members. 


Some form of compromise is likely to be adopted. either on the 
lines of supervision on a continental basis or of the signature of 
Members of the League of a Protocol, attached to the main Disarmament 
Convention undertaking obligations as regards its application. 

The latter, however: has the drawback of conferring a privileged 
position on America and might be used as an awkward precedent by 
Russia.

As an outcom= of the sdutrages committed by Nationalist 


troops on 24th March, 1927 in Nanking resulting in the murder and assault 


of British French, Italian; Japanese and American nationals accompanied 
by robbery the Five Powers in question, through their Consular 
Representatives, presented identic Notes to Mr Chen the Nationalist 
Foreign Minister. on llth April.

1). Adequate punishment of the Commanders of the troops 
responsible for murders, personal injuries, and indig- 
nities and material damage done. as also of all persons 
found to be implicated. 


2). Apology in writing by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Nationalist Army including an express written under- 
taking to refrain fror all forms of violence and 
agitation against foreign lives and property. 


3). Complete reparetion for personal injuries and 
material damage done. 


Unless the Nationalist authoroties demonstrate to the satisfaction 
of the interested Governments their intention to comply promptly with these 
terms, the said Governments will find themselves compelled to take such 
measures as they consider appropriate. 


A copy vf these terms was also handed to the military representative of 
Chiang Kai-shek the Nationalist Commander-in-Chief in Shanghai. 


Mr Chen. in reply to the Five-Power Notes stated that the Nationalist 
Government was prepared to make reparation for the damage dene to the 

American Consulate at Nanking and to make reasonabl2 amends for personal 
injuries received by American nationals, 2xcent in the cases where it might 
be proved definitely that such injuries were caused: (a) by American or 
English bombardment, (b) by the Northern rebels, or (c) by agitators. 

With regard to the punishment of Nationalist commanders. the blame 
is laid om the Nationalist forces which took Nanking. The Nationalist 
Government proposed to set up an international commission to enquire into 
the matter and the question of punishment must await the results of such 
enquiry. 

ir Chen further statei that the Nationalist Government do not approve 
of the use of violence and agitation towards foreigners and would instruct 
the army officials to affori suitable protection to the lives and property 


of foreign nationals. He pointed out that the best guarantee of protection 
was the removal of the fundamental causes of the friction between the 
Nationalists and the Powers. namely the unequal treaties. To this end 


the Nationalist Government is prepared to appoint delegates to settle the 
differences on such lines as to ensure good relationship between China and 
foreign Powers. 


The reply has caused an unfavourable impression in Government 
circles, and it is understood that the Powers will confer together as to.

Reparation payments for March 1927. 
The statement of receints and nayments under the Dawes Plan issued 


by the Agent-General for Renaration payments for the month of March 1927 
(Third Annuity Year) shows that the receipts for this month total 
100,182 ,415.51 gold marks, making the cumulative total of 659,171,636.38 
gold marks. The amount received by the Powers for this month was 
86,686 ,980.54 gold marks, apportioned as follows :-

Soviet Note to China. 
As a result of the raid of Avril 65th made by the Chinese nolice au.d 


military in the Legation Quarter in Peking on premises within the Soviet 
Embassy Comoound, a Note signed by M. Litvinoff was handed to iir Cheng 
Yen-Chi, the Chinese Charge d'Affaires in Moscow, on April 9th. 

The Note declared that the raid was an urheard-of violation of the 
elementary rules of international law, and nrotested against the refusal 
of the Peking Government to allow the raid to be conducted in the presence of 
the Soviet officials concerned. The statement of the Peking Government 
that during the search arms and documents were found which gave evidence 
of preparation for a rising was characterized as "implausible" and 
"hostile foreign influences" were snoken of as having inspired and 
sanctioned the raid. The Soviet Government in protesting against the acts 
of violence, insisted (1) that the Chinese military detachment and the 
police should be immediately removed from the premises of the Military 
Attache, members of the staff of the Embassy, and the Trade Mission; 

(2) that all arrested members of the staffs of the Soviet Embassy and tne 
Soviet Economic institutions should be immediately released, and (3) that 
the property stolen by the police and the military of the Ankouchun should 
be immediately restored to its owners. 

The Note continued that, pending satisfaction of these demands, the 
Soviet Government would, as a sign of protest, recall from Peking its 
Charge d'Affaires, M. Chernykh, with all the Embassy, leaving only the 


personnel to fill the Consular functions. 
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In conclusion the Note contrasts the elementary nature of the 
demands made by the Soviet Government as compared with the action that 
"any Imnerialist Government" would, in an analogous case, save taken. 
It was further stated that the Soviet Government "fully realized thai 
the Peking Government had become a tool in the games played by the 
foreign Imperialist circles", but that it was determined in svite of 
nrovocative actions "to defend the cause of peace between the peonles".

Japanese Cabinet Crisis. 
The financial difficulties of Suzuki Company were the indirect 


cause of the recent Cabinet crisis in Japan. The Finance Minister on 
13th Avril, after conferences held with the Governor of the Bank of 
Janan and Mr Inouye, a former “finister of Finance, stated that the Govern- 
ment intended to assist the Bank of Taiwan, the nrincipal creditors of 
Suzuki and Company, by guaranteeing an advance un to Yen2D0,000,00 
( £20,009,000). The Privy Council, wich has special resnonsibility 
under the Constitution regarding the vromulgation of Imperial ordinances, 
met to examine the Government's proposal, and eon 17th April rejected the 
ynlan on the grounds that the Cabinet should have either proceeded by 
calling a snecial session of Parliament or taken action on its own res- 
nonsibility with funds at its disnosal and sought Parliamentary sanction 
later. After a short deliberation the Government resigned. 
On 19th Anril Baron Tanaka accented the Emporor's command to form 
a Cabinet. (Baron Tanaka is the leader ¢ the Seiyukai Party).

The Soviet-Swiss Dispute settled. 

At last the drawn-out dispute b between the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and Switzerland has been settled. After Conradi had murdered the 
Soviet Commissar Vorovsky at Lausanne in 1923 and been acquitted by 2 Swiss 
jury, the Soviet refused to have any diplomatic relations with Switzerland. 
The chief result of this was that the Soviet would not send representatives 
to any meeting of the League on Swiss soil alleging as the excuse, that 
other Conradis might be encouraged to other murders. Now the dispute has 
been settled on terms satisfactory to both siaes and there is no reason now 
why the U S3.S R. should not take part in League meetings as an observer 
just as the United States of America is in the habit of doing 
Balkan Tension 

The discussions between Rome and Belgrade have taken a less hopeful turn 
Signor Mussolini has stated categorically that Italian relations with 
Albania are no concern of anyone else. This has aroused strong feeling in 
ougoslavia and there is talk of an appeal toc the League Unfortunately 
it is almost certainly too late for the intervention of the League. 51x 
weeks ago it would have been possible but now Italy has made it a point of 
honour that the League shall not be invpked
